Th* clt y of Oraaga "t* vlalt*d by » 
dlMstroaa con flag ration oo Friday night 
of last week to which S16.000 worth of 
property woo destroyed. Tbo water 
supply of the city waa abut off at tbe 
lime aod a line of boae had to be run ae 
far ae the Eaet Orange Moe for water. 

At 10.36 o’clock an alarm waa turned 
In from fire signal box 36. at the corner 
of Codc and Hurltgt Street#, which 
proved to be tor a fire In the planing 1 
mill of J K ftoailoe A Sooe. Tbe fire I 
department arrived and waa found to be ] 
utterly crippled for lack of water, the 
main having brokeo, Careleaeoeee oo 
tbe part of a gang of laborer# In the em¬ 
ploy of a contractor who la doing work 
for tbe Lackawanna HeIJroed at Wyo- 1 
mlng reeulted la tbe cutting off of the 
water aupply about 4 o’clock Frldey 
afternoon, creating great Inconvenience 
to tbe realdente aod exp-tog the city 
to aerioua danger la e«M of lire. 

Tbe railroad oompaoy la straightening 
a curve at Wyoming at a point about 300 
feet eaat of the station, aod la order to 
do this workmen have Oooe levelling off 
tbo embackmeal, prior to moving the 
track fifty feet ooulb. A boulder, 
wetgbtag perbapo two took, waa In tbe 
way, lying partly burled, directly over 
tbe •Ixt—o-tocb main of the Orange 
water plant, wblob there follows tbe 
railroad track oo Its way from the r* 
eervolr. Tbe workmen excavated 
arouod the huge rock aod then slung 
chains around It, attaabed a team of 
boraee. and started to toll It out of tbe 
bole. Wbeo the boulder waa nearly at 
the top of Uto exoevetioa the cbeio 
slipped sod the heavy stone crashed 
down upon the water pipe, splitting a 
twelve-foot section from one end to tbe 
other. In a moment tbe eurroundlog 
lend was Doodad aod tbs pressure In 
tbe city began to decrease.

Tbe Paaealo River, which la a very 
sluggish stream, at least between 
Chatham and Little Kalis, has been over 
Its banks several lime# during the 
eprlng and summer seasons of the 
present year la early spring, when 
the floods were over the meadows, little 
bairn waa done the grasses on the low 
meadows except by tbe oarp, which 
rooted up small sections of aod near 
tbe river channel. When this flood [ 
subsided, a vigorous growth of the low 1 
meadow varieties of grasses followed. 
The meadows promised a large and 
profitable yield.
